London, May 20.—There was united 
opinion today both in official circles 
and in the press that the European at­ 
mosphere has been greatly cleared by 
the speech of Ambassador Harvey. It

outlined the future foreign policy of 
his country. 
The declaration that aroused most

significant was that the United States 
will not enter the league of nations..

He referred back to a historic phrase 
of former President Woodrow Wilson, 
when he said: 
“We were not too proud to fight, 
whatever that may mean. 
We were 
afraid not to fight. That is the real 
truth of the matter. 
Sd. we came 
along and helped you win the war.” 
Mr. Harvey’s speech was regarded 
today a« one of the most important 
international declarations ever made 
publicly by a foreign ambassador to 
England. 
Premier Lloyd George- who^ 
was 
present, said that the help of 
the 
United States is necessary if the peace 
of Europe is to be maintained.

Bayonne, N. J., May 20.— Giussepe

It is reported in semi official cir­ 
cles that a conference of the min­ 
ers, mine owners anj the govern­ 
ment will be held Tuesday. Premier

VOLUNTEERS,ARRIVE 


France Demands That Ger­ 
many Send Money To 
Silesia. 


Berlin, May 20.— Twelve 
thou­ 
sand Germans have been concen­ 
trated in the Breslau 
district 
of 
Upper Silesia to fight the 
Polish 
insurgents and a counter offensive 
on a big scale probably will 
un­ 
der way within a few day*, accord­ 
ing to private dispatches received 
here today from Breslau. 
Between 1,000 and 2,000 German 
volunteers are arriving in the Bres­ 
lau d^trlct dally from Germany and 
from other parts of Upper Silesia. 
The men are without arms but is 
reported that the commander of the 
Italian troops in Upper Silesia has 
promised to supply with arms and 
ammunition. 
From Breslau the volunteers are 
being to Neisse, 
Namhlau 
and 
Kreusberg, which will be the three 
bases of operation for an 
attack. 
It is learned that former army of­ 
ficers will lead the volunteers and 
that the advance will be made ac­ 
cording to regulation 
army 
staff 
plans. 
The vounteers are 
mostly 
former officers. They were careful­ 
ly picked from the population of 
Upper Silesia so that the Gorman, 
people in all parts of the province 
would be represented in. the “army.’ 
Given Clothes 
As they arrive at Breslau, the 
German volunteers 
are 
equipped 
with a complete Outfit of shoes, un­ 
derwear and civilian clothing. None 
will wear uniforms. 
France has sent a note to Ger­ 
many ordering the Berlin reichstag 
to send money into Upper Silesia to 
pay the coal miners. 
It is feared 
that the Polish uprising will be pro­ 
longed if this mcttey falls into the 
hand of Adelbert Korfanty’s rebel 
bands.

“Korfanty’s announcement

ek. “Local Polish leaders in Upper 
Silesia are following their own pol­ 
icies. Korfanty is hard pressed for 
money and is confiscating all the 
money except a small amount for 
traveling expenses from the refu­ 
gees.”
